A list recently compiled by Time maga- 
zine shows that a total of 40 wars have 
been fought since 1945. 

Tragically enough, these 40 wars have 
eome after two world wars, of which one 
was fought “to end all wars” and the other 
to save the world from fascist dictatorship. 

These 40 wars have come after a world 
peace organization was formed in the sum- 
mer of 1945, whose declared purpose was 
“to save succeeding generations from the 
Scourge of war’ and “to maintain inter- 
national peace and security.” 

All of this — the promise to.end wars 
and to preserve peace — has a hollow ring 
in view of the impressive list of wars 
printed in Time magazine. On the face of 
it, the United Nations is a farce and mock- 
ery and deserves only to be dissolved. 

America got involved in World War II 
to help unhorse Hitler and in doing so put 
Stalin in the saddle — which has resulted in 
grave consequences for world civilization. 

Communists gain by war, for war itself 
tends to destroy liberty, and in country 
after country has led to socialism and dic- 
tatorship. In 1945, there were possibly a 
quarter million Communists. Today there 
are more than a billion. No wonder Red 
China says, “After World War III, the 
whole world will be Communist.” 

Who makes the decision for war? Ob- 


viously the leaders of a nation, not the. 


people, not you and me. If a poll were 
taken of wives and mothers, sons and 
fathers, up and down the streets of our 
nation, the answer would likely be a thun- 
derous no. If you think otherwise, then 
watch the tearful scenes in airport termi- 
nals or railroad stations, as loved ones say 
goodby to servicemen departing for a war 
zone, 

Of course there is such a thing as nation- 
al honor, and certainly no decent American 
advocates, “It’s better to be Red than 
dead.” But the solemn truth is that our 
leaders have deliberately chosen war poli- 
cies. At a decisive moment in history, they 
chose to ignore the wise counsel of our 
forefathers, “Stay out of the entanglements 
of Europe.” 

If the people are against war, how is it 
promulgated? Answer: through deception 
and hypocrisy. Twice in this century two 
national leaders were elected on the cries, 
“He kept us out of war” and “I hate war.”
